A. m otion that 60 per cent of the net proceeds of Combined Cha- 
1ntm^l!fra|ilCbe given to WÙSC was /approved last night. 
' In former years two-thirds of the proceeds ha'l been given to , 
local charities, while .WUSC received one-third. Local charities, whi^Hi 
include the Welfare Fund, and Catholic, French, and; Jewishvoi^^ ' 
zations, received money in proportion to the religious ' denomiiiaf 
of students at McGill. 

Speaking for the motion, Brandon Chencault, Medicine repr'e 
sentative, stated that "the surplus gained by WUSC would mean more 
to that organization than the corresponding loss in the sums givéïi : 
to local charities would mean to them." 

Wilson Southan, Arts and Science representative, added the view, 
that Combined Charities would benefit from the re-distribution of 
money, insofar as the appeal of WUSC was more readily adaptable 
to a University Appeal than the cause of other wealthier organiza- 

"As students, we are raising money for other students, and ) this; 
is as it should be," Southan added. 

Opposing the motion was Mike Fish, Architecture representative, 
who stated that WUSC was already receiving donations from other 
Universities across the United States and Canada, and that local 
charities should continue to derive the benefit of the grants they had 
been formerly receiving. 

Campus Parking 

A motion was tpassed in principle that a charge for parking on 
the campMon^twvdays be initiated. The charge would be effective 
only durm^ttefiboti^ season, when spectators use the campus as 
a parking lot.' It' was felt that not too many complaints would be rais- 
ed," as the fee would be considerably less than the cost of a parking tic- 
ket.

YOU AND YOÙR DOLLAR 

Lost night the Student's Executive .Council decided to alter the 
allocation of monies "obtained frorri the Combined Charities Cam- 
paign, The issue is an importantVojie,-, The Combined Charities 
Carnpaign is the only charitqble orgdnization^which officially soli- 
cits for student funds, and conducts only oné .fund raising drive a 
year. The campaign represents almost all /of the students charitable 
efforts in any given year. < 

Last year the Combined Charities collected over $4,000 of which 
$3775.75 remained to be distributed after expenses v^ere deducted. 
This is a fairly large sum by any standard. It is your, money. The 
SEC is responsible to see that, you gèt value for that money. This 
is a responsibility which they seem to be discharging with a good deal 
of wisdom and core. 

In past years the monies have been distributed in a ratio of 
two to one. Two-thirds of the net amount going to local charities and 
one-third going to the World University Service. The latter-organ- 
ization attempts to care for specific student needs. They hove done 
particularly fine work in the East. The SEC in the motion adopted felt 
that whereas the monies given to local charities were but a drop in 
a very large bucket the monies given to WUS stretched the charity 
dollar much further. 

Jo quote the motion, "each dol lor contributed toward projects 
sponsored by . . . WUS is equalled or rivaled by physical work and 
mental efforts on the part of the recipient students to moke such 
money accomplish as much as Dossible." 

With these thoughts in mind the SEC has decided to apportion 
the monies coliect^iFrom'the Combined Charities in a ratio of 1 :1; 
that is half to WUS and half to local diorities. . ' 

We cannot but applaud the decision; we feel os do the SEC 
that the student con perform a real and vital service in aiding the 
world student community, and from this service^ derive a real sa- 
tisfaction which, perhaps, he would not otherwise receive.

The temper of tho editorial
